Sixty percent were officers and 40 percent were personnel. Groups of from 8 
to 10 unarmed soldiers carrying baggage arrived during the period of observation. 
The troops wore claret service color. There was only little training activity *1 


At 7s30 poM* on 5 June 1953* 8 2X8-3 model-42, Vo-mm field guns and 6 mortars

area* The infantry units probably also included signal units 9 engineer units 
and reconnaissance units of the dissolved cadre units , Each Teri'itorialvenjaltung 
has, in addition to the three infantry units, 1 artillery regiment, 1 AAA 
regiment and 1 tank regiment * The artillery regiment of TV 5000 is located in 
Gioewen, the AAA regiment in Kirohrooeser, and the tank regiment in Burg 0 The ocv
